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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presented by the applicant are not 
persuasive. Applicant's arguments rely on a purported lack of a teaching in Pellegrino et al. of two wire elements within one of the 
plurality of layers which are separate and spaced apart.As pointed out in the previous Office action, the multi-layer grid arrangement of 
the X-ray absorption device of Pellegrino et al. teaches a grid having a plurality of wire layers, at least one of the layers having mutliple 
wire elements (Fig. 1 and 2). While the Applicant argues that what is shown in Pellegrino et al.does not constitue "separate" there is no 
definition in the claims or a suggestion in the specification which demonstrates that the separate wire elements of Pellegrino et al. do not 
satisfy the breadth of the claim.. 
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
